6, under REMARKS, McGettigan neither teaches nor suggests 
providing substantially a vacuum in the gap. Examiner disagrees and maintains McGettigan is "providing subtantially a vacuum in the 
gap" when sealing air gap 24 with seal 26 and isolating air gap 24 from ambient atmosphere. Applicant also argues, on pg. 6, under 
REMARKS, the configuration in which "the gap is evacuated to provide substantially a vaccum" stated in the specification, paragraph 
[0017], requires removal of air from the gap. Ambient atmosphere is surrounding air in the environment, therefore the "removal of air 
from gap" is accomplished by isolating air gap 24 from ambient atmosphere. 
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
